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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants' response has been fully considered by the Examiner, particularly 
where it pertains to the amendnnents made to claims 1 and 17 and the remarks made on behalf of the 
invention to Behl et al. Said amendments, were they to be entered, would be persuasive enough to 
overcome the rejections as discussed below (see comments to 5). However, neither the amendments 
nor the remarks will be entered on the record because the proposed amended claims raise new issues 
not previously addressed or considered by the Examiner and would necessitate a new/additional search. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' 
amendments to claims 1 and 17, while supported by the instant disclosure (see for example pg. 14, lines 
8-13 as well as Examples 3 and 4), incorporates a change which summarily narrows the scope of the 
nature of the structural combination of the beta-lactam antibiotic(s) and the pH-sensitive polymer. 
Previously recited, the scope read broadly enough to allow the two components to be combined in any 
manner (i.e. drug and coating). Presently amended, claims 1 and 17 require that the two components 
are mixed (e.g. solution). Thus, while Applicants' amendments do overcome the art currently made of 
record, they also, and more critically, narrow the scope of the independent claims 1 and 17, and thus the 
invention as a whole, thereby necessitating a new/additional search by the Examiner. 
Applicants' amendments to claims 1 and 17, were they to be entered on the record, would be sufficient 
to render moot both the rejection to claims 1-7, 14 and 17, under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Behl et al . (USPN 4,525,339) as well as the rejection to claims 1 -9, 1 4, 1 7 and 22, under 35 USC 1 03(a) 
as being unpatentable over the combined teachings of Behl et al. and Gaunt (USPN 3,148,124). The 
amendments, in concert with Applicants' remarks would result in the withdrawal of these rejections.
